REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council , 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1966. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimated  population  again 
showed  a fall  in  the  population,  even  greater  than  last  year;  140 
compared  with  1 10  in  1965.  But  there  were  twenty  six  more  births, 
so  the  birth  rate  was  higher  than  the  County  rate.  There  were  also 
twenty  more  deaths  with  a further  increase  in  male  deaths  from 
coronary  disease  and  from  cancer,  in  both  sexes. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Thomas,  The 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Assistants  for  their  co-oper- 
ation, as  well  as  other  members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for 
their  continued  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  department.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


For  the  twentieth  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  District,  but  a few  cases  still  occur  in  the  country, 
so  parents  should  ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  by  innoc- 
ulation.  This  can  be  obtained  free  from  the  Family  Doctor  or  at 
the  Local  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

During  the  year  the  majority  of  children  were  given  a triple 
antigen  containing  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  but 
a few  received  a quadruple  antigen  for  Whooping  Cough,  Diph- 
theria, Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis. 
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A few  received  a booster  dose  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 
combined  and  1 Tetanus  only.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT 


During  the  year,  one  of  the  units  carried  out  a survey  of  the 
general  population  at  Penygroes  when  266  were  examined,  138 
males  and  128  females,  67  of  these,  46  males  and  2 females,  or 
25.18%  were  found  to  be  abnormal — 23  of  the  males  were  suffer- 
ing from  some  degree  of  pneumoconiosis.  Only  4,  3 males  and  1 
female  required  further  observation  at  the  Chest  Clinic.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  greater  part  of  your  area  is  now  served  by  a mains  supply 
and  enjoys  an  adequate  supply  of  water  of  excellent  quality. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report,  I reminded  you,  however,  of  the 
unsatisfactory  conditions  still  prevailing  in  the  village  of  Ffairfach. 
The  Maesifan  supply,  which  serves  part  of  the  village,  is  open  to 
gross  contamination,  and  should  not  be  tolerated  one  day  longer 
than  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  I would  respectfully  suggest,  that 
now,  a short  time  limit  should  be  placed  on  the  negotiations  taking 
place  with  your  neighbouring  authority  and  failing  agreement 
within  this  period,  this  Council  should  go  it  alone,  and  rectify  this 
most  unsatisfactory  situation  at  its  own  expensee  and  with  the 
minimum  of  delay.  (Since  drafting  this  Report,  it  has  been  an- 
nounced that  the  Maesifan  supply  has  been  abandoned  and  this  is 
most  welcome  news). 

Now  that  so  many  additional  dwellings  are  within  the  scope  of 
the  Comprehensive  Water  Supply  Scheme,  it  is  heartening  to  note 
that  many  of  the  householders  are  taking  advantage  of  this  added 
amenity,  not  only  by  providing  themselves  with  a supply  of  pure 
water  within  their  dwellings,  but  by  providing  themselves  also  with 
the  additional  amenities  which  are  dependent  upon  such  a supply 
— hot  water,  sink  units  with  hot  and  cold  water  over,  and  a bath- 
room— amenities  which  have  been  denied  so  many  for  so  long  a time. 
And  I can  assure  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members,  that  I am 
endeavouring  with  all  the  energy  I possess,  to  accelerate  this  process 
by  kindly  advice  and  guidance,  and  a reminder  that  grants  are 
available  for  this  very  purpose. 

During  the  year  under  review,  sixty-one  additional  private 
dwellings  were  connected  to  a mains  supply  and  the  majority  of 
these  were  on  the  Comprehensive  Water  Supply  Scheme.

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DRAINAGE  AND  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


Although  this  is  a subject  which,  to  so  many,  does  not  savour 
of  the  romantic,  it  is  to  me  a most  fascinating  subject  and  one  which 
has  occupied  my  thoughts  and  my  efforts  over  very  many  years. 


There  is  a school  of  thought  which  accords  little  if  any  relation- 
ship, between  bad  sanitation  and  the  health  of  the  individual.  I 
cannot  fathom  this  reasoning,  and  I am  still  of  the  unconverted 
class  which  believes  that  unsatisfactory  sanitation,  poor  drainage 
arrangements  and  the  abominable  pail  closet,  can  and  does  ad- 
versely affect  the  health  of  the  individual. 


And  because  I believe  this,  I have  spared  no  effort  in  endeavour- 
ing to  improve  such  conditions  whenever  and  wherever  the  opport- 
unity has  presented  itself.  Nor  have  these  efforts  been  wholly 
abortive.  During  the  year  under  review,  320  additional  dwellings 
were  provided  with  a water-carriage  system  of  drainage  for  the 
first  time.  This  figure,  I admit,  includes  new  houses — private  and 
Council  owned — but  even  so,  166  pail  closets  disappeared  during 
this  period. 

My  efforts  in  this  direction — and  for  other  important  reasons 
as  well — have  been  stepped  up  during  the  past  year.  A compre- 
hensive survey  of  all  Category  3 houses  is  now  under  way,  primarily 
with  the  aim  of  preventing  these  houses  if  possible,  from  declining 
into  the  slum  category.  But  at  the  same  time,  any  unsatisfactory 
features  of  drainage  and  sanitation,  are  being  dealt  with  as  the 
survey  proceeds. 

I wish  to  point  out  that  the  total  number  of  dwellings  shown 
in  the  table  which  follows,  as  being  sei'ved  by  an  earth  closet,  must 
be  regarded  as  a maximum  figure.  The  survey  referred  to,  although 
only  in  its  infancy,  has  already  revealed  that  very  many  of  these 
houses  have  now  been  provided  with  a water  carriage  system,  and 
these  should  considerably  reduce  this  figure  in  subsequent  Annual 
Reports.

Operations  in  this  field  have  continued  steadfastly  throughout 
the  year  and  with  extremely  good  results,  and  every  credit  is  due 
to  your  rodent  operator  for  his  patience  and  perserverence  in  deal- 
ing with  this  vast  problem. 

And  if  householders  would  but  realize  the  fact,  by  simple 
common  sense  action  on  their  part,  fewer  rats  would  be  seen  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  their  dwellings.  The  presence  of  rats  in  any  area 
depends  on  food  being  available  to  them.  If  all  food  is  inaccessible, 
the  rat  is  not  attracted.  This  has  been  emphasised  so  often  to  so  many 
householders  throughout  the  year— food  should  be  stored  in  rat- 
proof  containers— and  this  applies  particularly  to  those  who  keep 
pigs  or  chickens  or  any  other  animal  for  that  matter. 

Not  only  has  advice  been  given  in  this  direction.  Emphasis  has 
also  been  placed  on  harbourage.  Cover,  as  well  as  food  should  be 
denied  to  rats.  Accumulations  of  rubbish  which  offer  good  cover, 
should  be  removed.  So  often,  people  fail  to  see  the  obvious,  and 
failing  to  see,  they  suffer  as  a consequence. 

Rodent  Control,  if  it  is  to  be  truly  effective,  must  be  pursued 
relentlessly,  and  local  authority  and  ratepayer  alike,  must  play  an 
equally  responsible  role. 
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MEAT 


Private  Slaughterhouses 
(a)  Management 

Substantial  new  legislation  has  been  introduced  during  the 
current  year  for  the  better  control  and  mangement  of  slaughter 
houses.  I have  summarised  the  main  provisions  only  and  commented 
upon  them  as  they  affect  the  slaughter  houses  within  your  control. 


The  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  1966 

(i)  To  empower  local  authorities  (after  consultation  with  the 
occupiers  and  users  of  private  slaughter  houses  and  subject  to  a 
right  of  appeal  by  those  users  to  the  Minister)  to  fix  times  at  which 
slaughtering  may  take  place  in  any  private  slaughterhouse. 

(ii)  To  end  on  31st  October,  1966,  the  present  provision  en- 
abling any  meat  to  be  removed  from  a slaughterhouse  if  it  has  not 
been  inspected  within  a specified  period  of  time. 

In  so  far  as  the  fixing  of  days  and  times  of  slaughter  are  con- 
cerned in  the  four  private  slaughterhouses  within  your  jurisdiction, 
consultations  have  taken  place  with  the  occupiers,  and  although 
they  are  fully  aware  that  I am  still  prepared  to  meet  any  of  their 
reasonable  requests  to  meet  urgent  and  exceptional  slaughtering- 
needs,  whatever  the  day  or  time,  since  the  regulations  came  into  oper- 
ation, your  public  health  inspectors  have  been  almost  entirely  reliev- 
ed of  weekend  inspection.  And  as  long  as  this  good  relationship  be- 
tween myself  and  the  occupiers  of  these  slaughterhouses  prevails — 
and  I see  no  reason  why  it  should  not  do  so — I see  no  reason  that 
the  Council  should  ever  be  called  upon  to  stipulate  days  and  times 
of  slaughter  within  their  area. 


The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  (Amendment)  Regulations 

1966 

The  use  of  wiping  clothes  in  the  dressing  of  carcases  is  pro- 
hibited, but  until  1st  November,  1968,  a wiping  cloth  may  be  used 
on  any  carcase  or  offal,  if  it  is  sterilised  before  use,  and  used  on  only 
one  carcase  and  its  associated  offal  before  resterilisation.

The  occupiers  of  the  four  private  slaughterhouses  within  your 
area  are  all  aware  of  this  provision,  and  I am  doing  my  utmost  to 
encourage  them  to  introduce  spraying  to  replace  the  wiping  cloth 
without  waiting  until  the  end  of  1968. 

It  is  an  impossible  task  to  ensure  that  every  wiping  cloth  is  steril- 
ised before  use  or  that  it  is  re-sterilised  for  each  separate  carcase 
awaiting  dressing  before  use. 

(b)  Meat  Inspection 

There  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  that 
were  slaughtered  within  your  area  during  the  year  under  review, 
from  22,925  in  1965  to  24,714  slaughtered  in  the  current  year. 
Again  a hundred  per  cent,  meat  inspection  was  achieved.

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OTHER  FOODS 


(a)  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 

These  regulations  may  be  divided  into  two  broad  groups  — 
(i)  one  which  deals  with  the  hygiene  of  food  premises  and  which 
are  easily  enforceable,  and  (ii)  that  group  of  provisions  which  deals 
with  personal  hygiene,  and  these  latter  provisions  are  impossible  to 
enforce,  and  depend  for  their  compliance  wholly  on  the  food  hand- 
ler and  his  grasp  of  what  is  good  and  safe  hygienic  practice.  For 
example,  I never  fail  to  enforce  the  provision  of  a wash-hand  basin, 
with  hot  and  cold  water,  soap,  clean  towel  and  nail  brush — these 
are  provisions  falling  within  the  first  group  and  as  I have  suggested, 
are  easily  enforceable.  But  having  provided  these  amenities,  will 
the  food  handler  appreciate  their  significance  and  make  full  use  of 
them,  and  particularly  following  a visit  to  the  toilet?  How  many 
housewives  take  home  foods,  wrapped  in  paper  which  has  been 
taken  from  the  counter  with  the  aid  of  a licked  finger  ? How  many 
food  handlers  put  their  hands  to  their  mouths  when  they  cough  or 
sneeze  and  then  happily  continue  to  serve  foods  without  first  wash- 
ing their  hands  ? And  so  I could  go  on,  cataloguing  offences  which 
cannot  be  properly  controlled. 


In  the  larger  towns  and  cities,  the  education  of  food  handlers 
is  a comparatively  easy  matter.  It  has  been  tried  within  your  dis- 
trict on  a group  basis  and  failed  miserably. 


It  is  matters  such  as  these,  that  take  up  the  time  of  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors  when  they  make  a routine  visit  to  a food  premises. 
We  endeavour,  to  the  best  of  our  ability  to  give  personal  and 
individual  advice  to  the  food  handler,  not  only  in  respect  of  his 
establishement,  but  on  the  more  important  and  vital  aspect  of 
personal  hygiene.  Clean  and  well-equipped  food  premises  mean 
nothing  unless  they  are  controlled  by  a person  who  is  fully  versed 
in  the  dangers  of  careless  habits. 


Thus  although  only  228  such  premises  were  inspected  during 
the  year  under  review,  I can  assure  you  that  this  adds  up  to  many 
hours  of  intense  and  painstaking  teaching.  These  inspections  have 
covered  all  types  of  food  premises,  and  although  many  contra- 
ventions of  the  regulations  were  discovered,  these,  for  the  most  part, 
were  minor  infringements,  and  were  quickly  rectified  by  informal 
action  on  my  part. 
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^b)  The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966 

The  above  are  new  regulations  which  have  been  received  and 
which  will  come  into  operation  on  1st  January,  1967,  applying  to 
markets,  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles,  much  the  same  provisions  as 
now  apply  to  food  premises. 

(c)  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  — Food  not  of  the  nature, 
substance  or  quality  demanded  (Section  2) 

During  the  year  under  review  you  instructed  me  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  against  a firm  manufacturing  potato  crisps,  the 
offence  being  that  a packet  of  crisps  was  sold  to  the  prejudice  of  a 
purchaser  in  that  it  contained  a dead  beetle. 


The  case  came  up  for  hearing  before  the  Llandeilo  Magistrates 
Court;  the  firm  in  question  pleaded  guilty  to  the  offence  and  were 
fined  a sum  of  five  pounds  with  five  guineas  costs. 


It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  maximum  penalty  for  offences 
under  this  section  is  £100  and  it  is  somewhat  disheartening  to  find 
that,  when  an  offence  as  serious  as  the  one  referred  to  in  this  report 
is  brought  before  a Court,  it  appears  to  be  regarded  as  of  a little 
significance.

THE  HOUSING  PROBLEM  WITHIN  YOUR  AREA 


Introduction 

In  the  many  years  I have  been  privileged  to  serve  you,  the 
housing  problem  within  your  area  has  occupied  my  personal 
attention  more  than  any  other  aspect  of  environmental  hygiene. 

The  problem,  and  I have  regarded  it  as  a single  problem 
bristling  with  innumerable  offshoots,  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most 
complex  and  mind  absorbing  subjects  that  confronts  this  or  any 
other  local  authority,  including  as  it  does  such  fearsome  and  aggra- 
vating antennae  as  a realistic  building  programme  planned  to  sat- 
isfy existing  and  future  needs;  slum  clearance,  a continuing  process 
for  the  eradication  of  unfit  houses;  the  special  attention  which  has 
to  be  paid  to  other  older  houses,  to  save  them  from  deteriorating 
into  the  slum  category;  the  diligent  prosecution  of  improvement 
schemes  to  ensure  that  the  maximum  number  of  houses  are  pro- 
vided with  the  essential  amenities;  the  study  of  problem  families, 
with  a view  to  creating  within  your  area  a world  of  good  and  res- 
ponsible citizens;  these  are  some  of  the  aspects  of  your  housing 
problem  I wish  to  review  in  this  Report,  that  your  past  efforts 
might  be  assessed  and  your  future  efforts  determined. 

Housing  Building  Programme 

When  I entered  your  area  more  than  twenty  years  ago,  the 
building  of  new  houses  in  numerous  wards  and  parishes  within 
your  area  was  proceeding  at  a steady  pace,  and  despite  all  the 
difficulties  and  perplexities  and  restrictions  which  prevailed  in  these 
early  post-war  years,  the  momentum  increased  annually.  At  this 
time,  the  number  of  families  living  in  unfit  houses  and  clamouring 
for  alternative  accommodation  was  exceedingly  high. 
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And  as  far  back  as  1948,  you  wisely  resolved  that  a small  sub- 
committee should  be  selected  to  study  this  problem  and  recommend 
to  the  Council  measures  for  assessing  the  needs  of  all  families  on 
the  Council’s  Waiting  List.  Thus  was  born  the  Llandeilo  Rural 
District  Council’s  Points  Scheme  for  Allocating  Council  Houses — 
a scheme  which  you  welcomed  and  which  proved  invaluable  to 
officer  and  member,  and  with  little  variation  is  still  operated  for  the 
allocation  of  your  houses. 


During  these  early  years  of  your  post-war  building  programme, 
virtually  dozens  of  families  were  rehoused  from  unfit  houses,  and 
your  efforts  in  the  field  of  slum  clearance  were  constant  and  vigor- 
ous long  before  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
instructed  local  authorities  in  1 955  to  pursue  the  clearance  of  slums 
with  greater  zeal  and  enthusiasm.  And  your  record  in  this  direction 
has  continued  to  be  praiseworthy  up  to  the  present  time. 


Your  existing  building  programme,  under  the  wise  leadership 
of  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor  excels  anything  you  have  ever 
before  attempted.  Even  so,  experience  is  proving  that  it  will  be  many 
years  yet,  before  new  houses  will  satisfy  need  within  your  area,  for 
almost  as  fast  as  houses  are  built  and  allocated  to  families,  new 
names  appear  on  the  Waiting  List  to  offset  this  effort.

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Slum  Clearance 

As  indicated  under  the  previous  heading,  slum  clearance,  which 
lapsed  during  the  war  years,  was  again  put  in  the  fore  immediately 
hostilities  ceased  and  your  post-war  building  programme  com- 
menced, and  this  important  and  vital  aspect  of  housing  has  been 
relentlessly  pursued  up  to  the  present  time. 

A few  years  ago,  I completed  a survey  of  all  the  unfit  houses 
within  your  area,  and  this  was  of  enormous  assistance  in  assessing 
the  full  extent  of  the  problem  which  confronts  you. 

The  problem  today  is  still  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  cause 
concern.  But  at  least  one  can  now  say  that  the  number  of  unfit 
houses  within  your  area  has  been  reduced  to  a manageable  figure. 


Safeguarding  against  Slum  Conditions: 

During  the  current  year,  the  Report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on 
Standards  of  Housing  Fitness  was  published — “Our  Older  Homes, 
a call  for  Action”. 

Eighteen  months  prior  to  the  publication  of  this  excellent 
report,  I had  commenced  a survey  of  all  Category  3 houses  within 
your  area,  and  this  is  still  proceeding.  As  the  survey  proceeds,  I am 
taking  action  as  reports  reach  me,  in  a firm  endeavour  to  have  these 
properties  repaired  and  modernised.  The  response  to  date  is  en- 
couraging, and  as  time  proceeds,  I anticipate  that  very  many  of 
these  older  properties  will  be  given  a real  face-lift,  thus  ensuring 
their  usefulness  as  habitations  for  very  many  years  to  come. 


This  excercise  is  closely  linked  with  the  Council’s  slum  clear- 
ance efforts,  because  unless  this  type  of  action  is  taken  now,  with 
this  particular  category  of  house,  we  shall  find  ourselves  in  a very 
short  time  with  very  many  more  unfit  houses  on  our  hands  than  the 
above  mentioned  table  indicates. 


Sub-letting  of  Council  Houses 

Despite  the  recommendations  of  the  Housing  Management 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee  in 
their  Report  on  the  Selection  of  Tenants,  I have  always  been 
opposed  to  the  principle  of  sub-letting  of  council  houses.  I regard 
this  as  a retrograde  step  and  any  relief  which  it  brings  to  our 
housing  problem  is  superficial  and  temporary.  And  unless  great 
care  is  taken,  instead  of  relieving,  it  can  add  tremendously  to  our 
difficulties  and  involve  us  in  still  further  perplexities. 
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Council  houses  are  not  suited  to  house  two  separate  families. 
One  scullery,  one  food  store,  one  cooking  stove,  etc.  can  never  be 
regarded  as  a satisfactory  arrangement  for  two  housewives. 

The  danger  of  overcrowding  your  council  houses  by  permit- 
ting sub-letting,  is  of  even  greater  moment  than  the  inconvenience 
caused  by  their  unsuitability  for  the  purpose.  You  will  all  agree, 
that  overcrowding  of  your  houses  to  any  degree  is  most  undesirable. 
Such  conditions  occasionally  arises  in  the  case  of  a single  family  by 
virtue  of  the  composition  of  that  family.  Once  subletting  is  permit- 
ted, however,  such  a danger  is  even  more  imminent,  and  such  a 
condition  once  established,  is  not  always  easy  to  determine. 

Conclusion 

I have  endeavoured  to  summarise  some  of  the  more  important 
aspects  of  the  housing  problem  as  they  affect  your  area.  Space  will 
not  permit  me  to  consider  the  many  other  aspects  of  this  vast  and 
complex  problem — overcrowding;  transfer  of  tenancies;  week-end 
cottages;  the  problems  associated  with  old  agricultural  holdings; 
problem  families,  etc. 

I am,  however,  preparing  a thesis  covering  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  the  whole  field  of  housing  as  I see  it,  and  when  this  work  is 
completed,  I shall  be  pleased  to  furnish  all  members  with  a copy 
should  they  so  wish.
